This year marks th^ first time that 
still births were separated from the 
regular figure of births. 
The records also show that 88

month since the local office was es­ 
tablished on January I, 1906. The 
number of deaths this year however 
was far below the record number 
of deaths set in 1918 when, because 
of a ’flu epidemic 286 deaths were 
recorded, more than IOO of them 
iii one month.

South, on the road toward Chong- 
JU, the company-Sim i patrol was 
jumped by more than 7.000 North 
Koreans. At one stage the Amer­ 
icans fixed bayonets and charged. 
After ocher 
Allied 
forces rein­ 
forced the patrol, the Reds broke 
off the battle W’ednesday night. 
But Hie greatest menace to Allied 
arms was shaping up in a 50-mile 
stretch between Chungju and Red - 
lield G a n in western Korea. 
285,000 Reds There 
Chinese and Korean Red forces 
estaunted at 285.000. were in the area 
or moving toward it in an apparent 
bid to cut off the main forces of 
the U. S. Eighth Army on the road 
south of abandoned Seoul. 
In that area roads fan out through 
the hills, affording many avenues of 
approach to the Allied forces. 
AP Correspondent John Randolph 
said the Chinese evidently hope to 
force the Eighth army to accept 
battle In the rough country suitable 
for swarms of night-fighting Red 
infantrymen. 
Six Chinese armies were in the 
general western area, south of Seoul, 
and seven armies were north and 
west of Wonju.

This was standard 
technique, for two and three m in- j 
utes at a time. 
Finally the half ended, State lead- 
j ing 5 to 3. Coach Elmer Gross pre­ 
sum ably told his boas to "cut loose” 
in the second half, because they 
scored 20 points while holding Buck­ 
nell, ordinarily a fast-break team.

m onths. The present draft act limits 
actual induction to the 19 through 
25 year age bracket although young 
men must register when 18 
Mrs. Rosenberg agreed with sen­ 
ators that it might be possible to 
fill immediate manpower needs for 


the next year or two w ithout lower­ 
ing the age limit, provided there is 
no war or all-out mobilization. “But 
we hate to come up (to Congress) 
for am endm ents every few m onths,” 
she added.

Rosenberg estim ated 
that 
1,050 000 young men would reach 18 
in the year beginning next July I 
and th at 450,000 of these could be 
inducted into the services.

But. perhaps significantly, Valen­ 
tine refused to say the 30-day freeze 
proposal had been "dropped.” He 
declined to guess when general con­ 
trols will be instituted, saying "I 
don’t know. I don t see how any­ 
body could know. ‘ He specifically re­ 
fused to say that controls will be 
held off until an adequate staff has 
been assembled. 
Request Stays In Force 
Meantime, Valentine said the ESA 
will keep on with its selective con­ 
trols. Also still in effect is EISA’s re­ 
quest to business not to boost prices 
and profits. 
There were a number of other de­ 
velopments, meanwhile, in the ex­ 
panding government effort to gear 
the nation to the vast defense pro­ 
gram 
The administration asked Con­ 
gress to permit the drafting of 
youths 18 years old and let it be 
known that a big tax increase—per­ 
haps as much as 30 per cent—will 
be sought to help meet mounting 
costs of rearmament. 
President Truman will lay down 
a full "pay-as-you-go” tax policy 
in a message to Congress within 
the next few days, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder told newsmen yes­ 
terday. Word in Congress was that 
a new tax boost of about $15,000,000,- 
000 a year would be sought. 
Senator Byrd <D.-Va), agreeing 
w'ith the policy, said that will mean 
cutting non-defense costs to the 
bone, hiking present taxes and tap­ 
ping new ones, possibly through a 
national sales tax. 
Ask Bids On Ships 
The government called for bids for 
construction of a new fleet of fast 
cargo ships. No number was men­ 
tioned, but Mr. Truman has asked 
Congress for funds to construct 50 
vessels fast enough to operate with­ 
out convoy protection.

construction of a $250,000,000 steel 
plant in Connecticut. The approval 
means the New England Steel De­ 
velopment corporation will be able 
to write off the plant's cost more 
rapidly for tax purposes Financing 
of the plant still must be arranged, 
either through government or pri­ 
vate sources. 
ESA's Wage Stabilization Board, 
headed by Cyrus s Ching, called 
today for the wage control views of 
the AFL, CIO. Machinists and rail­ 
road unions. The board is seeking 
a formula by which wages might be 
stabilized in the event of general 
control. 
It heard yesterday from John L. 
Lewis, 
who advised 
against 
any 
kind of wage or price controls. He 
said he preferred to rely on col­ 
lective bargaining to stabilize the 
economy. 
The National Association of Man­ 
ufacturers (NAM* took a somewhat 
similar stand against controls now, 
but said if there was price stabiliza­ 
tion there should be strict wage 
controls with allowances for only 
area or local relaxation to meet 
competitive or historic situations. 
Re-Examine Auto Ceilings 
But even rn specific industries, 
ESA did not seem likely to impose 
price ceilings anytime soon. 
As for meat prices — a field in 
which Valentine had said the ESA 
would make a "big try” —berth Valen­ 
tine and Disalle said the practical 
difficulties of meat ceilings are so 
great that no order is oommg right 
away. They said they havent given 
up hope, however, of doing some­ 
thing about meat and other food 
prices. 
Price and wage ceilings have been 
imposed in only one industry so far 
—automooiles And a re-examination 
of those ceilings now Is in progress.
